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Antibodies AD5-5E8, AD5-14H12 all directed against BDCA-3. 
BOCA-3 protein, dendritic cells Isolated with said 
antibodies, methods for isolating said cells using said 
antibodies, methods for enumerating cells using said 
antibodies, method of treatments using said cells. 
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
